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Weights and the Horse 


HERE has been, and still is, a great to-do 

over the weights that should be assigned 
Discovery in handicaps this season. The Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt horse has been appraised by vari- 
ous handicappers, who have assigned him all the 
way from 130 to 145 pounds, while the public 
and the Turf writers stood on the sidelines and 
heckled. Some of the heckling was well put and 
some was quite beside the point. But nearly 
everyone connected with the handicapping or the 
horse has been picked on, including young Mr. 
Vanderbilt himself. 

We believe the criticism might go a little 
farther and place the blame, if there is any 
blame, not on individuals, but on the irresponsible 
organization of American racing. If the Ameri- 
can Turf had any semblance of unity, if it held 
with any sincerity to the ideal of improvement 
of the breed, if it had any vision beyond the $2 
show windows, then the racing scene would not 
be so stale and flat that Discovery’s weight in 
the handicaps would furnish so important a 
topic for argument. 


Under the present disjointed organization of 
the Turf, every track is simply in competition 
with every other track, whereas they should all 
be in cooperation. Each track watches the other 
courses and makes its plans accordingly, its ideal 
being to attract more horses and make more 
money than the other tracks. All decisions are 
based on expediency. It has been found expedient 
to offer stakes races only with such conditions 
as will assure large fields. Therefore the stakes 
program at every large pari-mutuel course is 
the same, with minor exceptions. They could all 
be printed from the same type, with a few proof- 
reader’s corrections for local variations. 

Thus every large pari-mutuel track has ap- 
proximately one race in which Discovery is a 
potential candidate. The race is at a mile and 
a quarter, or possibly only a mile and a furlong, 
is for 3-year-olds and up, and is a handicap. 
Discovery will be top-weight. Very likely, if he 
starts, he will be beaten by worse horses. (One 
horse, whose class is 10 or 15 pounds below that 
of Discovery, has earned a fortune beating Dis- 


covery in handicaps.) It’s all quite dreary, from 
Discovery's point of view. 

There is no occasion for such standardization, 
whose net result is to make a stable of selling 
platers, like that of the capable and practical 
young Hirsch Jacobs, more profitable than a 
stable of high-class horses. Certainly we should 
not admit such a poverty of ingenuity on the 
part of our racing secretaries that only one set 
of conditions can be written for a high-class 
horse more than three years old. It is time for 
representatives of the leading tracks to sit down 
together and consider a series of races calculated 
to make good racing in the upper age group. 


An Oversight 


HE Los Angeles Turf Club, which has been 
effecting eye-opening changes in the Ameri- 
can racing scheme since its beginning, announces 
another amazing stakes schedule for its third 
winter meeting at Santa Anita Park, at Arcadia, 
Calif. With $100,000 added to the Santa Anita 
Handicap, plus $10,000 extra for the winning 
trainer, and $50,000 to the Santa Anita Derby, 
and with 15 other stakes ranging in value from 
$2,500 to $10,000 added, the total endowment of 
the Santa Anita stakes races is $238,500. Out of 
that vast amount, nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars, only $3,500—less than 14% per cent— 
has been set aside for races confined to fillies. 
The Santa Anita management has shown itself 
to be very progressive, not only in its competi- 
tion with other winter tracks on a commercial 
basis, but also in forward-looking moves calcu- 
lated to improve the sport as a whole. Because 
of this attitude, we take it for granted that the 
management is in sympathy with the movement 
to provide more racing opportunities for fillies 
so as to correct a grievous fault in the American 
racing program as a whole. Thus we assume it 
is an oversight that the Los Angeles Turf Club 
has neglected to include another and more sub- 
stantial event for fillies and mares in its stakes 
schedule. By remedying this condition General 
Manager Charles H. Strub would win the ap- 
plause of breeders and owners, and would lose 
none of the approval of the box office. 
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SARATOGA AHEAD 


By J. A. ESTES 

RICES at Saratoga’s yearling market are 

likely to be considerably higher this year 
than last year, by as much as 25 to 35 per cent, 
according to my guess. More than half of this 
prospective gain in average prices should be 
made by the fillies which will be sold. Within the 
last few years the amount of racing in America 
has expanded so rapidly and fillies have been so 
entirely neglected in the expansion that they had 
almost sunk to the status of a liability for the 
breeder. Last year (I hope it was last year) they 
reached the nadir when, at Saratoga, 247 fillies 
averaged only $850.10, which was only 39 per 
cent of the $2,163.79 average for 301 colts. Last 
year’s average for colts was 44 per cent higher 
than the 1934 average. By contrast—an almost 
unbelievable contrast it is—the 1935 average for 
Saratoga fillies was only 1.9 per cent better than 
in 1934. 

This year there has been some awakening on 
the part of racing associations to the injustice 
they have been doing fillies. I suspect, too, 
that there has been some awakening on the part 
of yearling buyers to the fact that fillies have 
been going at such low prices that the purchase 
of one would almost invariably yield a profit. 
And breeders, if they have not already done so, 
are going to awaken very soon to the fact that 
it is difficult to buy really good mares for 
breeding purposes, and consequently are going 
to watch more closely for good buys in the 
yearling market. 

The average for fillies at Saratoga next month 
should be (one can scarcely predict that it will 
be) at least 100 per cent higher than in 1935. 
There will be many fillies there which should 
command prices ranking with the bids for the 
best colts. May I give a few instances? 

Willis Sharpe Kilmer is selling a filly by *Sun 
Briar out of *Phaona (dam of the first-class 
Easton, in Europe), by Phalaris out of Destina- 
tion, by Desmond out of *Star Shoot’s sister 
L’Etoile. This young lady’s picture is included 
in the Kilmer advertisement in this issue, and 
she is apparently very attractive. 

Samuel D. Riddle is selling a daughter of 
*Royal Minstrel and the young mare Speed Boat, 
winner of the Adirondack Handicap and Test 
Stakes, by Man o’ War out of Friar’s Carse, by 
Friar Rock. The dam is closely inbred to *Rock 
Sand. The second dam is the good stakes winner 
Friar’s Carse. This yearling is a_ beautiful 
feminine type, of medium size, with the Man o’ 
War characteristics predominating over those of 
*Royal Minstrel. 

C. V. Whitney is offering a brown filly, sister 
to High Glee, by *Pharamond II out of Beaming 
(dam also of Bright Plumage, Chortle, Darkling, 
and Black Look, all good winners), by Whisk 
Broom II, second dam Masda, sister to Man 0’ 
War, My Play, etc. This filly was not foaled 
until May 15 and is slightly below average size, 
but is a grand individual, smart, smooth, strong 
and thoroughly feminine—the kind to win races 
and be a great producer. 

Coldstream Stud has catalogued a sister to 
the exceptionally fast Coldstream, by *Bull Dog 
out of Nimble Hoof, by Sweep. Here is another 
that is a feast for the eyes. She is smooth as 
velvet, but apparently has all the driving power 
of her whirlwind brother. The Sweep influence 
is plain in her appearance. She should be a very 
good winner, and even if she never wins she

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ODDS AND ENDS - 
A Big Week 


HERE will be big doings in racing during 

the current week, with the decision of the 
$25,000 Massachusetts Handicap on Wednesday, 
the $30,000 Classic on Saturday, and the opening 
of Saratoga for a run of 28 days on the follow- 
ing Wednesday. Moody Discovery, handicap 
champion, looms a strong favorite for the Massa- 
chusetts, as he is in with 136 pounds, two under 
his Stars and Stripes impost, and worked very 
fast. Jack Campbell, like most others, seems 
to doubt that weight beat Discovery at Chicago, 
for he has kept the Display horse at 145 pounds. 
Granville and the improved Mr. Bones hook up 
again as the probable choice. Judge Frank Bryan 
thinks neither of these will win, leaning to Holly- 
rood. Memory Book earned a few friends at 
Suffolk. The Flash, as usual, will feature the 
Spa inaugural. The meeting will be two days 
shorter than last year, with the association hang- 
ing out approximately $225,000, exclusive of 
guarantees, for horsemen. The electric result 
boards were not installed. The Cassidy finish 
camera is the major change, being situated in 
the cupola atop the club house, instead of on the 
stewards’ stand. This is expected to bring more 
satisfactory results. 


A Climber 


CTION continues to move toward stakes en- 

gagements without encountering a reversal. 
Last week at Empire City, he moved out of the 
ranks of $5,000 platers to run in a Class B Han- 
dicap, giving Chicstraw (once conqueror of 
Cavalcade and Discovery) 10 pounds and a beat- 
ing. This was Action’s seventh straight in as 
many chances this year under Hirsch Jacobs, 
who purchased him out of the Sanford Stud sale 
at Belmont Park on Memorial Day for $1,000. 
He has earned $5,120, beginning as a $1,500 
plater. The former jumper is honest and will 
beat more of the so-called stakes horses in the 
4-year-old and up division than can beat him. 
Alfred Vanderbilt has approached Hirsch Jacobs 
to set a price on the 7-year-old stallion, which 
is a son of Olambala. 


Another Customer 


ASHINGTON PARK is the latest track to 

announce the installation of the Day motion 
picture electric finish camera. As an innovation, 
the Homewood track is further moving back the 
judges’ stand 120 feet from the racing strip and 
60 feet from the ground. It is a sound move, if 
the judges can see that far. If the distance 
benefits the camera, it should make for more 
accuracy in the slower human vision. Old Rose- 
bud suspects that were the stewards stationed in 
a pagoda as high above the track as the “Eye 
in the Sky,” they’d see a lot of things that it is 
really impossible for them to see from the height 
of the average stewards’ stand today. At that 
height, one horse obscures another in such a way 
that many fouls simply cannot be seen from 
the stand.

Up-State Prospects 


ARATOGA’S racing will be featured by re- 
newals of 36 stakes events, the first being 
the Flash, which last year was won by Red Rain 


- - By Old Rosebud 
in his debut. Red Rain, incidentally, has been 
turned out with a knee. Top Row and Cavalcade 
promise to strengthen the 4-year-old and up 
division at the Spa. Discovery has three soft 
touches there in the Whitney, Wilson, and Sara- 
toga Cup. That he will start for any of Camp- 
bell’s handicaps as long as that 145 is given 
him seems doubtful. Mr. Bones and Granville 
are in the Travers. But Hollyrood has no Spa 
engagement. New England tracks will rejoice if 
he wins the Classic, particularly Narragansett 
Park, whose Speciai would then be worth $50,000 
if Hollyrood and Granville start. Pompoon is 
another illustration of a colt developing beyond 
the fondest hopes of his connections. He won 
the National Stallion and his other two starts to 
gain recognition as the best 2-year-old colt dur- 
ing the first half of the year. But he was not 
nominated for a single stakes event at Empire 
City, Arlington Park, or Saratoga. Imagine 
Saratoga not showing the 2-year-old champion!

The Leaders 


ROM January 1 through July 10, Hirsch Jacobs 
was the leading trainer of America (for 
the fourth straight year), with 91 winners to 66 
for A. G. Tarn, who was second, 59 for J. H. 
Stotler, and 54 for Robert McGarvey. Over a 
similar period, A. A. (Bert) Baroni was the lead- 
ing money-winning owner with 14 victories and 
$117,625, as against 59 wins and $100.740 for A. 
G. Vanderbilt, second. Next came Hal Price Head- 
ley, with 22 wins and $93,425, and fourth Milky 
Way Farm, with 54 wins and $70.465. Good Gam- 
ble’s sudden improvement in the Butler Handicap, 
in which she established a new mile and three- 
sixteenths mark of 1.5815, added $9,975 to the 
Sagamore total, bringing the sum to $110,715. 
Victory for Discovery in the Massachusetts Han- 
dicap would put Vanderbilt well ahead of Baroni. 
The Massachusetts Handicap and the Narragan- 
sett Special are the two main chances for Dis- 
covery prior to his retirement to the stud next 
winter. Top Row, with a weight pull, beat him in 
both last year, picking up $44,450.

Three-Year-Olds 


ACK of Mr. Bones and Granville, the 3-year- 

olds remaining in training are an indifferent 
lot.’ Rushaway, winner of the Illinois and La- 
tonia Derbys in consecutive days, seems to have 
gone to pieces for the time being at least. He 
failed to whip Hollyrood, which he beat off at 
Latonia, in the Detroit and Chicago Derbys 
that followed. Then he moved to Suffolk and 
just did beat Gallant Gay a mile in 1:39%, the 
last quarter in :27. Whipper Cracker, a plater, 
came right back in the next race to run a mile 
in 1:3924. And Hollyrood only managed to beat 
the $3,500 plater, Carvo'la, a half-length ‘in the 
Chicago Derby. Bold Venture still leads the 
class as to earnings with $65,800. Victory for 
Granville or Hollyrood in the Classic would boost 
them past him.

the First July meeting at Newmarket are 
interesting without being of prime importance. 
Last week’s auction was satisfactory, with a 
turnover of some 92,000 guineas. This is about 
5,000 guineas in excess of last year when, how- 
ever, fewer lots were offered. 

Most important of recent sales, however, have 
been private transactions, the chief being the 
purchase of Blenheim from the Aga Khan. I do 
not know the exact figure paid for the 1930 
Derby winner and sire of this year’s Epsom 
classic hero, Mahmoud, but if I hazard a guess 
of £45,000, I shall not be far wide of the mark. 
I wish the American syndicate well of their 
bargain, though they have not obtained the stout- 
est of the stock of Blandford. Blenheim is a 
beautiful quality horse, a little lacking in size 
and substance in his racing days, and I believe 
he has not been the most robust of stallions dur- 
ing his sojourn at the Aga Khan’s French stud 
in Normandy. We cannot, however, deny the 
excellence of much of his stock, and he should 
prove a welcome addition to the blood lines avail- 
able for American breeders. 

We are in danger of being overstocked with 
Blandford horses, and can well spare even so 
distinguished a member of the family as Blen- 
heim. There remain with us four Derby winners, 
Trigo, Windsor Lad, Bahram, and Mahmoud, to 
= on the line, apart from many less notable 
sires. 

The Maharajah of Rajpipla has purchased the 
handicappers Inflation (4-y-o, b. g. by Bulger— 
Casado’ Oro), the winner of the recent Kemp- 
ton Park “Jubilee,”” and the Ascot Stakes win- 
ner Bouldnor (4-y-o, b. c. by Son-in-Law—La 
Chance). They will shortly be shipped to India. 

Hairan, *Royal Minstrel’s half-brother, by 
Fairway out of Harpsichord, which won the 
Hurst Park Victoria Cup two months ago, has 
been sold by the Aga Khan to Elliot C. Cohen, 
a patron of O. Bell’s Lambourn stable. Hairan 
will be kept in training to the end of the season, 
and will then be retired to stud.

Smirke’s Defeat of Omaha 


ca racing at last week’s First July meeting 
at Newmarket was thoroughly enjoyable, 
and the attendances were the largest I can re- 
call at a similar fixture. Totalizator takings ex- 
ceeded expectations, and the enormous volume of 
wagering in Tattersall’s ring created considerable 
comment. Frequently the professionals staked 
their limit, and race after race layers were com- 
pelled to extend their volumes to double the ex- 
tent of those compiled on the more famous 
Rowley Mile course. It seems that, providing 
industry maintains its upward swing, another 
boom spell in the world of racing is imminent. 

Top-liner at the meeting, Omaha, after his 
exasperating Gold Cup defeat, was confidently 
expected to reinstate himself by a success in the 
Prince of Wales’ Stakes (11¢m.), despite the 
opposition of the Derby runner-up, Taj Akbar, 
which was meeting Mr. Woodward's colt at five 
pounds better than weight-for-age terms. 

That Omaha failed was a matter of regret. His 
connections are to be sympathized with in the 
circumstances contributing towards defeat. Un- 
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expected excitability when at the starting post, 
particularly under such a welter burden as 138 
pounds, must have considerably affected the 
American colt’s winning prospects. Even after 
the wasted energy, Omaha would have triumphed 
but for a superlative bit of riding by Charles 
Smirke on Taj Akbar. It is my opinion that the 
Epsom jockey literally stole the race. By his 
judgment of pace, and perfectly timed chal- 
lenge delivered with confidence and wonderful 
strength, Smirke, rather than Taj Akbar, ex- 
celled. It was an artistic effort. 

The judge’s box arrived several yards too soon 
for Omaha, whose display entitles him to rank 
with the greatest handicap stayers bred in this 
country. In the past Mr. Woodward has rarely 
aspired to handicap fame with his horses. He 
should, however, consider whether it isn’t worth 
while venturing into the Cesarewitch fray with 
his gallant colt. 

To my mind, Omaha is the equal of those grand 
distance performers Willonyx, Chivalrous, and 
Foxlaw. He should be given the opportunity of 
emulating the deeds of the celebrated The White 
Knight, which, as a 4-year-old in the Cesare- 
witch of 1907, and under the crushing impost of 
138 pounds, endeavored to concede 45 pounds to 
Frank Wootton’s mount, Demure, also a 4-year- 
old, and failed by only three parts of a length! 
That performance will never be erased from Turf 
history.

Two Amazing Finishes 


WO other impressive performances of last 

week are to be credited to Wychwood Abbot 
and Bellacose. It was not the success of Mr. Wat- 
ney’s horse in the Ellesmere Stakes which capti- 
vated the public so much as the convincing man- 
ner by which victory was achieved. Set to con- 
cede chunks of weight to Towton Moor and the 
dark Remember II, a massively framed French 
importation, Wychwood Abbot made the opposi- 
tion resemble hacks. Never since the days of the 
peerless Irish Elegance has a smarter mid-dis- 
tance handicapper graced our tracks. His finish- 
ing pace is demoralizing. 

Bellacose triumphed in the July Cup in a man- 
ner which, if not so spectacular as that of 
Wychwood Abbot, was just as remarkable. Two 
furlongs out one astute race reader offered three 
‘ponies’ against Mr. Dunne’s sprinter, with no 
takers. In his attempt to give 26 pounds to the 
speedy French colt, Limac, Bellacose was being 
outpaced. Here again a courageous performer 
demonstrated his worth. Under the whip, Bella- 
cose flew down the hill, a winning verdict of a 
length and a half coming as an astonishing 
climax. No other sprinter in training could have 
accomplished what was asked of Bellacose, which 
clearly is entitled to championship laurels up to 
six furlongs. 


Night Song 
ACE-GOERS rejoice to see high class 2-year- 
olds assert themselves. In carrying off the 
Fulbourne Stakes at Newmarket, J. H. Whitney’s 
Night Song completely fulfilled the high promise 
shown at Ascot and previously at the modest 
Yarmouth fixture. She is clearly entitled to be 


regarded as the best of her sex. 
Lord Derby’s Fair Copy hardly did what was 
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expected of him when succumbing by half a 
length to Marshall Field’s Foray in the July 
Stakes. Still, as a guide to futures, I shall be 
inclined to ignore the defeat of Lord Derby’s 
charming colt, which, caught flat-footed at the 
barrier, and still green from inexperience, was 
beaten lengths at the start by a nippier rival. 
If the pair re-oppose in the Champagne Stakes 
over the galloping Town Moor course at Doncas- 
ter, positions will assuredly be reversed. But 
Foray has amazing pace, and must rank as a 
worthy July Stakes winner. Although I cannot 
contemplate that Foray, a son of Tetratema out 
of Black Ray, will ever stay more than a mile, 
he may well be a force to be reckoned with in 
the Two Thousand Guineas. 

It is of interest to recall that the July Stakes 
is the oldest established 2-year-old in our calen- 
dar. It was instituted in 1786, and has been run 
every year without a break. Conditions of the 
inaugural event stated, ‘50 guineas each, colts 
eight stones, two pounds, fillies eight stones,”’ and 
that the stock of Highflyer and Eclipse were 
to carry three pounds extra! 


WASHINGTON 


LONGACRES 

HE first days of the Longacres meeting, which 

opened July 3, had rain and mud to contend 
with, but nevertheless crowds ranging from 
7,500 to 12,000 were reported, and apparently the 
meeting will be a successful one. Successful it 
is already for the Nebraska racing partnership 
of Earl Beezley and William Hynes, owners of 
High Image, a report of whose successes ap- 
pears below. The High Cloud racer is not their 
only representative, however, and in the first 
eight days of the meeting they had scored nine 
victories. An addition to the horses already 
available came July 16, when 11 horses owned by 
Major Austin C. Taylor, of Vancouver, arrived, 
including Indian Broom, which set a world rec- 
ord for 14% miles at Bay Meadows last spring, 
and came East to finish third in the Kentucky 
Derby. The Seattle Handicap, with $5,000 added, 
on July 18 was his immediate objective, but re- 
ports of this race had not been received when 
THE BLOOD-HORSE went to press. 


RULINGS 


On July 10 Dale Landers was suspended seven 
days for foul riding. On July 15 the brilliant but 
spotted career of Ralph Neves struck a serious 
obstacle. The Portugese rider, whom Coast writ- 
ers have not inappropriately called “the Dizzy 
Dean of racing,” had only recently been in trou- 
ble because of leaving his employer, at Riverside 
Park, without notice. Reinstated after this of- 
fense, he was suspended for foul. He fouled again 
before his sentence began. After repeated warn- 
ings had failed, Stewards George W. Schilling 
and Robert E. Leighninger suspended Neves in- 
definitely. 


HIGH IMAGE WINS THREE 

A performance much like that of the consider- 
ably more publicized Rushaway came during 
the first days of the Longacres meeting. The fea- 
tures of the first three days were overnight han- 
dicaps, with $1,000 added. On July 4 High Image 
won the second of these, under 110 pounds. The 
following day, under 109 pounds, he won the 


third. The July 4 race was at one mile, the July 
5 one at six furlongs. 

On the following Sunday, July 12, the first of 
the Longacres stakes was offered. Originally 
named the Governor Martin Handicap, this name 
was changed to the Capitol City Handicap ($1,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles). High 
Image (113) was coupled with Thistle Guy (109) 
as the Hynes and Beezley entry. Favored at 7 to 
10, the entry finished one-two, with High Image 
three-fourths of a length in front of Thistle Guy. 
Highland Spring Stable’s outside choice, Davidor 
(102) was third, with Mrs. C. B. Irwin’s Pulis 
(104) fourth. The other starters were Plucky 
Jack (104), and Uncle Fred (100). Time, :24, 
148, 1:1225, 1:3745, 1:4434, track fast. Stakes di-

NEW YORK 


EMPIRE CITY 


HE current week is the last full one for the 

22-day meeting at Empire City, which 
reached its fourteenth day on July 18, with a 
program featured by the Yonkers Handicap. 
Like the other meetings in New York this year 
and last, it is a prosperous one, and this year 
has passed a part of its prosperity on to horse- 
men by offering several revived stakes. One of 
these comes July 25, in the Fleetwing Handicap, 
a six-furlong dash for 3-year-olds and up. An- 
other stakes will be offered on the same date, 
this being the East View Stakes, a juvenile event 
for which Billionaire and Airflame seem the most 
promising candidates. Singing Wood and Clang, 
and possibly Psychic Bid, may be among the bet- 
ter contenders for the Fleetwing. 

One of the outstanding successes at the meet- 
ing has been that of Hirsch Jacobs, who got a 
double July 18, sending out Red Badge and Mi- 
crophone to win the third and fourth races, the 
double bringing his total winners for the year 
to 100. 

Microphone scored in one of the two overnight 
handicaps which served as supporting attractions. 
The other, at one mile and 70 yards, went to 
Andy Schuitinger’s Fortification, a Man o’ War 
mare ridden by Raymond Workman, who also had 
ridden Microphone. The last race of the day was 
a comparative rarity, in that it was at a mile 
and five furlongs. The winner was the 4-year-old 
Whiskalong gelding, Panalong, which raced the 
distance in 2:4925, necessarily setting a track 
record, since the distance had not previously been 
run at Empire City. 


CLANG SPRINTS TWICE 


When Alfred Vanderbilt’s Good Gamble was 
scratched from the twenty-seventh running of 
the Yonkers Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 1-16 miles), at Empire City July 18, 
bettors hardly knew which way to go. As a re- 
sult of this, four of the seven starters went post- 
ward at odds ranging from 16-5 to 414-1. C. V. 
Whitney’s Roustabout (107) was held at 7 to 1, 
and the Vanderbilt entry of Good Harvest (114) 
and Scotch Bun (103) was at 8 to 1. 

Top weight was carried by J. F. Clark, Jr.’s 
Clang (120), a sprinter which holds the world 
mark at six furlongs, holds the seven-furlong 
record jointly with Roseben. The distance was 
greater than he had previously attempted, and 
he was the least liked of those which seemed 
to have a chance. Clang behaved badly at the 
post, then shot away in front. Over from num- 
ber four post position came Belair Stud’s Vicaress 
(109), and for a quarter-mile drove furiously to 
take the lead from Clang. Eddie Litzenberger 
dropped back with the sprinter, and Middleburg 
Stable’s Esposa (105) moved up to second place. 
With a quarter-mile to go the Belair filly led 
by a length, Esposa was second by the same mar- 
gin, and Clang was third, well in front of G. D. 
— Chicstraw (107); the others were out 
of it. 

Rounding the turn Clang sprinted again. At 
the eighth-pole he was still third, but only by 
two heads. Vicaress suddenly gave up, Chicstraw 
moved into the battle along the rail, and Clang 
drove up to take the lead, won the race by a 
head. Esposa held second place by a half-length 
from Chicstraw, with Roustabout fourth. Vic- 


aress was fifth, and the Vanderbilt entry of Good 
Harvest and Scotch Bun completed the field.

PASS ’EM BY 


On June 26 Raymond Workman was suspended 
for the remaining five days of the Aqueduct 
meeting, and for an additional 10 days, for his 
ride on Pass ’Em By, which was subsequently 
disqualified. Sports writers were inclined to take 
Workman’s part, pointing out that Pass ’Em By, 
a one-eyed colt, was notorious for swerving, that 
another rider had refused the mount on this ac- 
count. On July 17, at Empire City, Pass "Em By 
supported this contention by getting disqualified 
again, after winning the second race. There was 
considerable disorder, as a crowd gathered and 
jeered the decision and the officials, until dis- 
persed by Pinkerton police. Tommy Malley, who 
rode Pass Em By on July 17, was not suspended. 


ACTION FOR JACOBS 


One of the horses which has contributed 
heavily to the leadership of Hirsch Jacobs 
among American trainers this year is the 7-year- 
old Olambala horse, Action. On July 14, at Em- 
pire City, Action made it eight straight by win- 
ning a Class B handicap by a nose from G. D. 
Widener’s Chicstraw. Like *Amagansett, which 
won recently for Trainer Jacobs, Action is a con- 
verted steeplechaser. He won his last race in 
1935, over the jumps, for Sanford Stud Stable. 
Starting first on June 8 this year, Action has 
won seven straight flat races. He is owned by 
Mrs. E. D. Jacobs, wife of the trainer. 

On July 20, Action attempted to give 22 puonds 
to T. H. Somerville’s Pretty Night, met his first 
defeat of the season. 


DISCOVERY STEPS 


Between the fifth and sixth races at Empire 
City July 15, spectators watched with admira- 
tion a public trial of Alfred Vanderbilt’s Discov- 
ery, which went an easy mile and an eighth in 
1:5245. Breaking from the furlong-pole, Dis- 
covery went the mile in :23, :4845, 1:13, 1:39%. 
Jockey Fallon took him in hand through the last 
furlong, though Discovery seemed eager to run.

For disobedience at the post on July 14, Silvio 
Coucci was suspended nine days. On July 15 R. 
Kastner was fined $25 for disobedience at the 
post. 
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MASSACHUSETTS 


SUFFOLK DOWNS 

OR three weeks, to July 18, the weekly bet- 

ting total at Suffolk Downs has been almost 
stationary, varying only from a daily average 
of $405,812 to $407,937. The average for the 
meeting has climbed steadily upward, and is 
likely to fall only slightly short of $400,000 daily 
for the 53-day venture. The following cumulative

A $500 cash prize went to Trainer-Owner A.

These were for leaders in trainers’ and riders’ 
divisions over the first 26 days of the Suffolk 
Downs meeting. Tarn had saddled 14 winners, 
Longden ridden 34. Managing Director Allan J. 
Wilson, who made the presentation, said that 
similar prizes would be offered for the remaining 
days of the meeting. 


SINGING WOOD WINS 

The second running of the John Hancock Hand- 
icap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs), at Suffolk Downs July 15, resulted in a 
popular victory for J. H. Whitney’s Singing Wood 
(124), which drove up behind to win with a fine 
run through the stretch. 

D. Christmas’ Accolade (124) broke in front, 
but only by a slight margin. Happy Bolivar 
(3-y-o, 102) went to the front after some 50 
yards, and the lead changed again after a quar- 
ter-mile, when Corsicana Stable’s Polish Beau 
(118) moved up. He had a difficult time shaking 
off Happy Bolivar, however, and when he did the 
effort had taken much out of both. Johnny Gil- 
bert, threading Singing Wood forward through 
the field, after having allowed him to settle into 
his stride through the back stretch, suddenly 
drove forward, and the *Royal Minstrel horse 
went convincingly into the lead, drew out in 
handy fashion to win by a length. D. J. Sulli- 
van’s Dreel (106), a former Vanderbilt racer, 


had been in third place through most of the 
journey, and moved up when Happy Bolivar fell 
back, to take second place. Third, a neck farther 
back, was Accolade, coming willingly through 
the final eighth. Polish Beau was fourth, with 
Spixi (113) and Happy Bolivar completing the 
field.

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ILLINOIS 


ARLINGTON PARK 

ATRONS of Arlington Park found a card of 

exceptional merit on July 18, with the Lassie 
Stakes as the richest attraction. This went to 
Hal Price Headley’s hard-hitting Apogee, the fa- 
vorite. Perhaps more attractive was an allowance 
race, at 1144, miles, which drew some of the best 
of the Classic prospects. A sudden shower on 
Saturday morning caused Granville to be 
scratched, but Mr. Bones, *Isolater, Hollyrood, 
and Count Morse went postward. With horses of 
such calibre in the field, it was a most unexpected 
upset when Trainer Alex B. Gordon sent out E. 
D. Shaffer’s Floradora to take the measure of 
some of the best colts left in training in the 3- 
year-old division. The *Bull Dog filly, getting 
from two to 17 pounds from others in the field, 
went to the front after Mr. Bones and Count 
Morse had raced each other out, and drew away 
to win by three lengths. Like the other members 
of the field, Floradora is a Classic eligible, but 
will carry 113 pounds if she starts. Memory 
Book, which will carry the Greentree colors in 
the Classic, worked a mile and an eighth in 1:52 
before leaving New York for Chicago, and in 
the light of the Floradora race, the son of *St. 
Germans may share favoritism with Granville. 
Calumet Stable’s Sun Teddy, winning an easy 
one-mile race on July 20, is also a prospective 
starter. 

Another interesting field on July 18 was that 
for the seventh race, in which Top Dog, Nellie 
Flag, and Fraidy Cat were entered. All surren- 
dered to Bomar Stable’s Billy Bee, a 4-year-old 
son of Jean Valjean. 

Arlington Park now has two weeks remaining, 
including the current one. On the closing Sat- 
urday, the Arlington Handicap and the Arlington 
Futurity will be features. Thereafter racing in 
the Chicago area will pass to Washington Park, 
which opens August 3, with the Chicago Hand- 
icap as the first day’s stakes. 


APOGEE’S LASSIE STAKES 

For the second year in succession, the entry 
of Hal Price Headley was favored for the Arling- 
ton Lassie Stakes ($10,000 added, 2-year-old 
fillies, six furlongs), run this year on July 18, at 
Arlington Park. In 1935 Pelerine and Tinkling 
Brook ran out of the money, victory falling to 
Milky Way Farm Stable’s Forever Yours, which 
finished the year as leading money-winning ju- 
venile filly. A more formidable threat this year 
for the Lexington breeder was Apogee (122), a 
home-bred daughter of *Pharamond II, which 
had already won the Fashion Stakes at Belmont 
Park and the Old Colony Stakes at Narragansett 
Park. Coupled with her was another home-bred, 
The Queen (117), by Supremus, and the entry 
was favored at 2 to 1. In Apogee’s saddle was 
Jockey Earl Steffen, who had won the second 
running of the event, in 1930, on Risque. 

It was probably Steffen’s generalship which 
won the race for the Headley filly. Apogee broke 
alertly, got to the front in a few strides. Forc- 
ing the pace was Lone Star Stable’s Jewell Dor- 
sett (117), a very speedy daughter of *Cohort, 
shipped out from Suffolk Downs. For a furlong 
Steffen attempted to outrun the challenger, then 
judged the pace suicidal and dropped back. In 
third position at this point was Swiftply (117), 
a *Swift and Sure filly running under the cerise 
and white of Alfred Vanderbilt. There was no 


change at the top during the next quarter, ex- 
cept that Jewell Dorsett drew out still further, 
and with a quarter-mile to go was leading by 
three lengths. Swiftply fell back, and Wheatley 
Stable’s Drawbridge (117), a daughter of *Sir 
Gallahad III, moved up to third. At the eighth- 
pole Jewell Dorsett still led, but the Headley filly 
had cut her margin to two lengths. Oddesa 
Farms’ Oddesa Girl (117), a busy American filly, 
had moved to third, but the race was now ob- 
viously between the two leaders. In the closing 
furlong Steffen’s judgment of pace was justified. 
Tiring badly, Jewell Dorsett succumbed some 50 
yards out, and Apogee drove on to win by three- 
fourths of a length, drawing clear. Jewell Dor- 
sett had no difficulty in keeping second place, 
finishing three lengths in front of Oddesa Girl. 
A half-length farther back was Wheatley Stable’s 
Devil’s Pace (117), with her stablemate, Draw- 
bridge, in fifth position. The Queen, which had 
trailed the field for a half-mile, moved up in the 
last quarter to finish sixth, and behind her came 
Lady Sara (115), Swiftply, Foolish Moment 
(119), and Idyllic (115). Foolish Moment, best 
liked of the Dixiana entry, broke in a tangle and 
was used up getting into contention. She reached 
fourth place, then stopped. Time, :223%5, :46%6, 
1:1314, track muddy. Stakes division, $21,020, 
$5,000, $3,000, $1,000.

Apogee, in six starts, has yet to run a bad 
race. She was third in her first start, has since 
won three races, finished second twice. She has 
earned $32,615, seems likely to finish the year as 
leading money-winning filly in her division. 
Owner Headley purchased her dam, Summit, for 
$400 at the Lexington Fall Sales of 1932, from 
M. L. Schwartz. She was then in foal to *Sickle, 
and Mr. Headley sold her 1933 foal at Saratoga 
for $2,200. Apogee was foaled May 2, 1934. Fur- 
ther particulars of pedigree appeared in THE 
BLOOD-HORSE of May 23, page 647. 


RULINGS 


For foul riding at Arlington Park July 14, H. 
Hauer was suspended 10 days. T. P. Martin, for 
the same offense, received the same penalty on 
July 16. On July 17, for disobedience at the post, 
J. Chestnut was suspended for three days. On 
July 14 stewards ordered that E. L. Kelley’s 
Kissie be refused entry until pronounced fit for 
racing by the veterinarian for the Illinois Racing 
Commission. 


OPERATION ON WHOPPER 

Last March, at H. P. Headley’s Beaumont 
Farm, Whopper underwent an operation for the 
removal of several gallstones from his bladder. 
The operation was successful enough that Whop- 
per recovered to race with the best of the handi- 
cap division, his best performance this summer 
being his victory in the Pontchartrain Handicap 
at Detroit, on June 27. 

On July 17 Whopper suffered a recurrence of 
the trouble, and Veterinarians J. R. Upton, A. H. 
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O'Donnell, and G. B. McKillip advised Owner 
Headley that Whopper might not outlive the 
night without a second operation. Permission 
from the company with which Whopper is in- 
sured was obtained, and three large stones were 
removed from the horse’s bladder. Whopper was 
reported next day as “resting easily,” and Mr. 
Headley said he expected a quick recovery. 
CAMERA AT WASHINGTON PARK 

On July 16, President Walter L. Gregory of 
Washington Park announced that that track had 
joined Santa Anita, Narragansett Park, and 
Arlington Park in the adoption of the Harry I. 
Day camera for the photographing of finishes. 
The camera, which some sports writers call the 
“eye in the sky,” apparently because of a child- 
ish pleasure in the jingle, is generally recog- 
nized as the most successful of the devices for 
finish photography. 

Considering the fact that the camera gained 
accuracy by being placed at a distance of nearly 
300 feet from the finish line, and about 100 feet 
above it, Washington Park officials decided on 
similar treatment of placing judges, and the 
booth occupied by these has been moved 120 
feet from the track, elevated 60 feet. Above this 
booth the camera will be installed, the improve- 
ments costing about $20,000. 


OHIO 


THISTLE DOWN 

ROBABLY the best meeting which Ohio has 

enjoyed in some years reached its eleventh day 
at Thistle Down on July 18. The track appar- 
ently has plenty of horses, and races have filled 
well. The day’s stakes had 14 starters, and other 
fields had from eight to 12. That their class is 
above that to which Thistle Down has been ac- 
customed is evinced by the way in which track 
records have fallen. Sky o’ Blue set a new mark 
for six furlongs on July 17, going the distance 
in 1:1045. The five-furlong record has been 
broken, then equaled, the latter performance com- 
ing on July 18, when B. Hernandez’s 2-year-old, 
Little Upset, won the opening race in :5945. 


CONEY ISLAND SOLD 

An impromptu auction, held July 20, with 
Common Pleas Judge Stanley Struble serving as 
auctioneer, resulted in the purchase by Peter 
Horback of the Coney Island race track for $100,- 
000. Two bids were made for the track. The 
Kellogg Pike Development Company bid $45,000, 
and agreed to assume a claim of 39 acres in the 
center track, owned by William V. Dwyer, under 
lease to the track with privilege of purchase. 
Dwyer claims $26,800 due on this tract, and the 
matter is now in litigation. The Horback bid, made 
through an attorney, was $82,000, with the receiver 
to pay the Dwyer claim. Receiver W. D. Murphy 
decided that this was the better bid, by about 
$2,000. The representative of the development 
company raised the bid to $87,500. Judge Struble 
seized his gavel, said, “I haven’t an auctioneer’s 
license, but here goes,” and the bidding wavered 
upward to $100,000, at which figure the track 
was knocked down to Horback, who is said to 
represent Cincinnati interests and also the owners 
of the Thistle Down track at Cleveland. Each 
bidder had agreed to accept small claims from 
employees and trades people, these amounting 
to about $4,000. 

The Coney Island track closed after a disas- 


trous fall meeting last year, and the Atlas Fi- 
nance Company, of Montreal, threw it into re- 
ceivership with a suit for $15,000. Horsemen 
who had not been paid purses for the closing 
days of the 1935 meeting had claims amounting 
to about $25,000. A number of employees also 
were unpaid, and Judge Struble appointed Mur- 
phy to handle the tangled affairs of the track. 
His report, in which he advised sale of the track, 
showed more than $700,000 in unsecured claims, 
of which that of the Atlas Finance Company, for 
$668,143.53 lent to track operators, was the 
largest. 

Arrangements were made confirming the sale, 
so that title to the property may be passed at 
once. 


BOLD LOVER WINS 


Although H. C. Rumage’s Bold Lover (108) 
had been second in three stakes, third in six 
others, it was not until July 18 that the 6-year- 
old Bradley-bred gelding won a stakes victory. 
This was in the Buckeye Handicap ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, six furlongs), at Thistle 
Down. Getting away in a tangle, Bold Lover 
moved up under a good ride by Jockey N. Rich- 
ardson to win by a nose from B. Hernandez’s 
Biography (112). Third, a head back, was Mrs. 
J. Bronnenberg’s Odd Star (107), with Mrs. M. 
Rennillo’s recent purchase, Transmutable (116), 
fourth, a head farther away. Croon (111), Crown- 
ing Glory (111), Mucho Gusto (113), Whisking 
(104), Sweep Like (106), Indiantown (112), 
Blessed Again (108), Ding Bin (113), Ted Clark 
(116), and Oyster Bay (3-y-0, 96) completing 
the field. Time, :2235, :4535, 1:11, track fast.

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STUD NEWS 


DEATH OF *TEDDY 
#fFVEDDY, brought to America in 1931 after he 
had established himself as the most success- 
ful Thoroughbred stallion in France, died Sunday 
night, July 12, at Kenneth N. Gilpin’s Kentmere 
Stud at Boyce, Va. The 23-year-old son of Ajax 
showed signs of illness late in the afternoon of 
July 11, and the efforts of a veterinarian to bring 
relief proved useless. A post-mortem examina- 
tion revealed a twisted colon. 


Foaled in France in 1913, *Teddy was bred by 
Edmund Blanc. He was a son of the unbeaten 
Ajax out of Rondeau, a Bay Ronald mare which 
had raced well in England, graduating from the 
selling plater class to be a good stakes winner. 
*Teddy was not raced at two, and in the fall of 
1915 was included in a sale of M. Blanc’s horses. 
Capt. Jefferson Davis Cohn purchased him for 
5,400 francs (about $1,080). At three he started 
seven times and won five races, of which the two 
most important were in Spain, the Grand Prix 
de St. Sebastien and the St. Leger de St. Sebas- 
tien. He was third in his two other starts. At 
four he started only once, winning the Prix des 
Sablonnieres, in which La Farina was second. 
He earned 150,300 francs (about $30,000). 


In the stud *Teddy distinguished himself as 
one of the greatest horses which ever stood in 
France. His first appearance on the list of lead- 
ing sires in France was in 1923, when he was at 
the top. Since then he has been among the lead- 
ers every year with the exception of 1933. He 
was second in 1926, 1928, 1929, and 1932, third 
in 1925, fourth in 1931, sixth in 1924 and 1930, 
tenth in 1927, fifteenth in 1935, sixteenth in 1934. 
To the end of 1935 he had been represented in 
England by the winners of 41 races and £38,410. 
His first American-bred foals were born in 1933, 
and last year his nine representatives in this 
country (including two imported horses) earned 
$8,800. His yearlings have brought some of the 
highest prices at Saratoga. His best American- 
bred representative to date is Sun Teddy, a 3- 
year-old of class, but not yet a stakes winner. 


The high-class horses sired by *Teddy are a 
long procession. They include *Sir Gallahad III, 
*Bull Dog, *Quatre Bras II (all three of which are 
now at stud near Lexington), Aethelstan, Anna 
Bolena, Asterus, Brumeux, Checkmate, King Ar- 
thur, Leonidas, Ortello (so valuable that his ex- 
port from Italy has been forbidden), Potiphar, 
Ptolemy, Rose of England, Queen Iseult, etc. 
The sons of *Teddy, notably, *Sir Gallahad III, 
*Bull Dog, Asterus, Aethelstan, and Ortello, have 
done phenomenally well in the stud, and his 
daughters are distinguishing themselves as brood- 
mares, with such representatives as Black Helen, 
Mary Tudor, Jumbo, Rarity, Negundo, Barra 
Sahib, Rose of England, and the remarkable 
Mistress Ford, which went unbeaten through her 
2-year-old season in France last year. 


In 1931 *Teddy was bought from Captain Cohn 
by the American breeders F. Wallis Armstrong 
and Kenneth Gilpin, and brought to Mr. Gilpin’s 
Kentmere Stud in Virginia, where he spent his 
remaining years. His reported price was $60,000. 
His death leaves Mr. Gilpin without a Thorough- 
bred stallion, but he has an interest in another 
French importation, *Ksar, which stands at 
Abram S. Hewitt’s Montana Hall, a neighboring 
farm. 


ARRIVAL OF *BLENHEIM II 


*Blenheim II, purchased by a syndicate of 
American breeders from the Aga Khan, arrived 
in America aboard the Berengaria, which docked 
at New York Tuesday, July 21. He was immedi- 
ately transferred to an express car and started 
on his trip to A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud at 
Paris, Ky., where he is to stand. He was to be 
taken via the New York Central to Cleveland, 
thence to Cincinnati, and was expected to arrive 
at Paris about noon on July 22. Dr. E. A. Caslick 
and Dave Peel went from Claiborne Stud to New 
York to accompany the stallion. 


A few days before *Blenheim II was shipped 
from France, Augur (Capt. R. C. Long), of 
the Sporting Life (London), issued a tentative 
handicap of the leading half-dozen 2-year-olds in 
England, in which he placed Le Grand Duc, son 
of Blenheim, at the top, four pounds better than 
Early School, Foray, and The Hour, six pounds 
better than Fair Copy, and seven pounds better 
than the good filly Night Song, owned by John 
Hay Whitney. 


ACTUARY TO REMOUNT 


Theodore E. Mueller, of Louisville, Ky., vice 
president of the Standard Sanitary Manufac- 
turing Company. and member of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, recently presented 
the stallion Actuary to the U. S. Remount 
Service. Actuary was bred and raced by R. 
H. Anderson, of Georgetown, passed later to 
the ownership of Jefferson Livingston, under 
whose silks he won the Enquirer and Indepen- 
dence Handicaps at Latonia. Actuary, which won 
10 of his 28 starts, and $28,369, is by Dick Finnell 
—Alice Baird, by *Woolsthorpe. He was retired 
to the stud in 1925, and has been represented by 
a number of winners, including Southland Belle, 
Eil Weir, and Riff. 


RHODE ISLAND 


NARRAGANSETT SPECIAL 


JVORTY-SIX nominations, at $100 each, were 
made to the 1936 Narragansett Special, 
which closed on April 15. Supplementary nomi- 
nations, at $250 each, were permitted until July 
15, and 18 horses were entered in this fashion. 
Under the conditions of the race, it will have 
$25,000 added. Should the starting field include 
two horses which have won one or more of the 
3-year-old specials—Kentucky Derby, Preakness, 
Belmont Stakes, or Arlington Classic—this en- 
dowment will be increased to $50,000. Since Bold 
Venture, winner of the first two named, is out 
of racing at least for the season, this means 
practically that should a horse other than Gran- 
ville win the Arlington Classic, the start with 
Granville in the Narragansett Special, the $50,000 
will be added. Should Granville win the Classic, 
or should Granville or the Classic winner fail to 
start, the endowment will be $25,000. The race 
will be run on September 16. 

Most important of those entered before April 
15 were Discovery, Cavalcade, Time Supply, 
Roman Soldier, Top Row, Firethorn, Stand Pat, 
*Azucar, Special Agent, Granville, Grand Slam, 
Indian Broom, and Tatterdemalion. The supple- 
mentary entries include Rosemont, Floradora, 


Accolade, Good Gamble, Mr. Bones, Action, White

KEENELAND DATES 


T a meeting last week of the directors of 

Keeneland Association, new Lexington track, 
it was determined to apply for dates for a nine- 
day race meeting in October, running from 
October 15 to October 24. Approval of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission is expected. 
Jack S. Young, member of the board, asked 
that his resignation be accepted, as he was 
away from Lexington so much that he could not 
devote proper time and attention to the position. 
The resignation was accepted, and J. O. Keene, 
former owner of the land where the track is 
located, was appointed to his position. Officers 
elected were: Hal Price Headley, president; A. 
B. Gay, first vice president; Dr. Fred Rankin, 
second vice president; Brownell Combs, secre- 
tary; W. H. Courtney, treasurer; Miss Martha 
Lawson Brown, assistant secretary; W. T. 
Bishop, assistant treasurer. 


MR. MORRIS’ OAK 


For many years John H. Morris, owner of 
Bosque Bonita Farm in Woodford County, has 
pointed out to visitors an aged oak tree in his 
barnyard, and related stories connected with it. 
The tree was blown down in the windstorm of 
July 18, badly damaging a barn as it fell. 

Sixty years ago and more the old oak shaded 
the scene of auction sales held by Gen. Abraham 
Buford, then owner of Bosque Bonita. A barrel 
of whisky, with a large piece of ice floating in 
it and dippers hanging on the outside, was a 
part of the equipment for General Buford’s horse 
sales. Mr. Morris recalls being present at one of 
these auctions in 1873 or 1874, when Gen. George 
A. Custer was there to purchase horses for the 
use of United States cavalry in the Indian wars. 
When one of the horses was being led into the 
ring, General Buford called out: “Custer, buy 
that horse, and I’ll guarantee no Indian will ever 
catch you.’”’ General Custer bought the horse, ac- 
cording to Mr. Morris, but evidently was not rid- 
ing it in June, 1876, when he and all his com- 
mand were slain by Sioux Indians in Montana. 


BREATHING SPELL 

During the first two weeks in July, the hottest 
weather ever experienced in Kentucky brought 
to a climax a devastating drought. Fayette County 
pastures were estimated to be only 20 per cent 
of normal, Bourbon County’s were 25 per cent. 
Franklin County was rated 15 per cent of nor- 
mal, Scott and Woodford only 10 per cent. Hay 
crops were also well below normal, though not 
so far as pastures. 

Last week a series of local showers broke over 
the State, bringing relief from the unprecedented 
heat and giving animals and crops in many sec- 
tions a respite from the drought. Most of the 
horse-breeding area was benefited by rains, but 
the drought is still far from being broken. 


TRANTER SALE DATES 

As soon as it was announced last week that 
the inaugural meeting at Keeneland would be 
held from, October 15 to 24, E. J. Tranter, presi- 
dent of the Fasig-Tipton Company, in New York, 
stated that his fall sales at the Lexington Sales 
Paddock would open Monday, October 19. Sales 
will be held twice daily, two hours in the morn- 
ing for breeding stock and two hours at night 
for yearlings, except on the evening of Thurs- 


day, October 22, when the annual testimonial 
dinner of the Thoroughbred Club of America 
will be held. Presumably the sales will extend 
through almost the entire week. 


FIRE AT OLD KENNEY 

Fire destroyed a barn, with its content of 
hay, feed, and stable equipment, on the Old 
Kenney Farm of George D. Widener, near Lex- 
ington, on the night of Tuesday, July 14. No 
horses were in the barn. Origin of the fire was 
not certain, but apparently spontaneous com- 
bustion was the cause. A night watchman and 
another man, who were in the barn, attempted 
to use fire extinguishers immediately after the 
blaze started, but were unsuccessful. 


INCREASE AT BAY MEADOWS 

In the fall of 1935, Bay Meadows offered an 
eight-stakes program, with total endowments of 
$21,500. These included two $5,000 added races, 
one with $1,500 added, and five with $2,000 added. 
Racing at the San Mateo track was interesting, 
but nct as good as in the fall of 1934, when more 
liberal endowments were made, totaling $48,500, 
and including a $25,000 handicap. 

On July 20 Manager William P. Kyne, an- 
nounced that eight stakes would again make up 
the fall program for 1936, but that endowments 
would be raised approximately 50 per cent, with 
a total of $32,500 in added money. The entire 
program was not announced, but a World Fair 
Handicap, with $10,000 added, to be run De- 
cember 12, will head the list. Manager Kyne 
will travel East soon, in an effort to interest 
owners in a campaign at Bay Meadows before 
they move down to the more pretentious meeting 
at Santa Anita, which opens Christmas Day.

RHODES SCHOLAR WINS ECLIPSE 


HEN the Derby was run at Epsom Downs 

May 27, it was a rather frequent matter of 
comment that perhaps the best of the 3-year-olds 
in England was absent from the field. Lord As- 
tor’s Rhodes Scholar was the colt referred to. 
Rhodes Scholar had raced only once at two. In 
his first start at three he had distinguished him- 
self by running second to Taj Akbar, then con- 
sidered the strongest of the Aga Khan’s Derby 
candidates, in the Nonsuch Plate. At the end of 
the 1 1-16-mile race Rhodes Scholar was cut- 
ting steadily into the lead of the winner, which 
finished three-quarters of a length ahead of him. 
In the Two Thousand Guineas, his next start, 
he was fourth to Pay Up, Mahmoud, and Thank- 
erton. Further improvement was confidently pre- 
dicted by experienced Turf writers, but the colt 
became sore as a result of the hard going and 
was unable to start in the Derby. At Ascot, 
however, he proved his mettle by taking on the 
Derby winner Mahmoud in the St. James’ Palace 
Stakes, one mile, and beating him five lengths. 
He was then in receipt of seven pounds from the 
white son of Blenheim. 

When the rich Eclipse Stakes (about $35,000 
to the winner), open to 3-year-old colts and fillies, 
came up for decision at Sandown Park last 
Friday, July 17, Rhodes Scholar was made an 
odds-on favorite at 8 to 11 in a field of nine 
starters. Ridden by Richard Dick, the colt pulled 
away from his field in convincing fashion, and 
at the end of the mile and a quarter was six 
lengths in front of the nearest competitor, Lord 
Carnavon’s His Grace, son of Blanford. Four 
lengths farther back in third place was King 
Edward’s Fairey, a colt by Fairway. Each of 
the placed horses was a 3-year-old colt, carrying 
114 pounds.

The Danish Derby, run at Copenhagen June 
21, was won by Cavallo, a bay colt by Le Voleur 
(Gainsborough—Voleuse, by *Volta) out of Can- 
tara, by Cantilever out of the Irish-bred Nefer- 
tari, by General Peace, third dam of Sweet 
Charlotte, by Baliol. 

About the time news reached the Newmarket 
track of the attempt on the life of King Edward, 
the King’s Feola, a 3-year-old Friar Marcus filly, 
ridden by Freddie Fox, was winning the Mid- 
Summer Stakes by five lengths. 

Perifox, one of the American-bred horses in 
William Woodward’s English stable, won the 
Soltykoff Stakes, five furlongs and 140 yards, 
for 2-year-olds, at Newmarket July 14, beating 
Edward Esmond’s Newmarket Stakes winner 
Phakos, by Pharos, a length and a half. Gains- 
borough Lass, a sister to Orwell, was third. Peri- 
fox is a bay colt, foaled March 14, 1934, at A. B. 
Hancock's Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., where Mr. 
Woodward keeps his mares. He is by Gallant 
Fox out of *Periwinkle II (bred in France by 
J. E. Widener), by Clarissimus, second dam Per- 
vencheres, by Maboul, third dam of Poet's Star, 
by Chaucer, and is the first living foal of his dam. 

Marcel Boussac’s Corrida, 4-year-old filly, won 
the 200,000-franc Prix du President de la Repub- 
lique from four others at St. Cloud Sunday, 
July 5. She finished three-quarters of a length 
ahead of Leon Volterra’s Vatellor, with Bouillon 
third. Corrida had made a trip to England in 
June and had won the 1%-mile Hardwicke 
Stakes under 133 pounds. She is a daughter of 
Coronach (by Hurry On) out of Zariba, by Sar- 
danapale, second dam St. Lucre, by St. Serf, 
third dam *Fairy Gold, dam of Fair Play and 
Friar Rock. 

Petersfield II, purchased at the Newmarket 
December sales of 1934 for 220 guineas and 
shipped to South Africa, early this month won 
the Durban July Handicap, South Africa’s 
premier race, beating the favorite Aphros by a 
head. Petersfield II is a chestnut 4-year-old by 
Scherzo (by The Boss, by Orby) out of Ber- 
gaurea, by Lemberg. 

Lord Rosebery’s Full Sail scored a length and 
a half win over Marshall Field’s Foray in the 
National Breeders’ Produce Stakes at Sandown 
Park Saturday, July 18. Marcel Boussac’s Goya 
II was third, with 14 others in the beaten field. 
Foray, a Tetratema colt which had won three 
of his previous four starts and finished second 
in the other, was a 9-to-4 favorite in the race, 
one of the most important fixtures for 2-year- 
olds. Full Sail is by Fairway, and his victory 
further increased the enormous lead held by 
Fairway over other candidates for leading sire 
honors. The dam of Full Sail is Fancy Free, by 
*Stefan the Great out of Celiba, by Bachelor’s 
Double. 


NEW OWNER 


Mrs. Mayme Farge, Briston, Pa., recently en-~- 
tered the ranks of Thoroughbred owners by the 
purchase of High Swing, 2-year-old Hi-Jack 
filly, and the 5-year-old Bubblesome, son of Bub- 
bling Over. Under care of Trainer A. Panarella, 
the horses are now at Aqueduct, will be shipped 
soon to Empire City. Mrs. Farge plans to in- 
crease her stable.

Worth Investigating 


ETER PAN, the most versatile and the great- 

est entire horse in Australia in recent years, 
winner of £34,790, including the Melbourne Cup 
twice (the first time as a 3-year-old under ex- 
treme difficulties, the second time under 136 
pounds), the A. J. C. Derby and St. Leger, and 
other important stakes, is now standing at a stud 
fee of 100 guineas. That would be about $525, 
considering the Australian guinea worth as much 
as the English guinea, which it usually is not. I 
don’t suppose it would be easy to buy Peter Pan 
for importation to America, but the size of the 
fee suggests that some American breeder in this 
country might be able to purchase him at an at- 
tractive price. His class is undoubted. In ap- 
pearance, if one may judge from pictures and 
comment, he is a handsome, vigorous sort, and 
quite masculine. He is by Pantheon, son of 
Tracery and quite successful as a sire, out of 
Alwina, by St. Alwyne (by St. Frusquin), sire 
of two Melbourne Cup winners, Night Watch and 
Poitrel. The second dam was Formaliter, by the 
unbeaten Boniform, another successful sire. The 
third dam was Waitemata, by Eiridspord, son 
of Isonomy. It is a No. 3 family branch which 
has been successful in Australia for many gen- 
erations. I doubt whether a better young sire 


prospect could be imported from Europe at any 
cost. 


Dice 

AST week, running lickety-split through a 

summary of inbreeding, I wrote: “Ben Brush 
inbreeding is seen in the pedigrees of many fair 
horses, no great ones.’’ Which caused a reader 
to remind me of Dice, inbred to Ben Brush with 
three free generations. Dice, foaled in 1925, was 
by Dominant (by Delhi, by Ben Brush) out of 
Frumpery, by *Chicle—*Frillery, by Broomstick 
(by Ben Brush). He had won the Keene Me- 
morial, Juvenile, Hudson, and Great American 
Stakes before he died suddenly of an internal 
hemorrhage at Saratoga on August 12, 1927. 
James Fitzsimmons, who had trained him for the 
Wheatley Stable, thought him a great horse, com- 
pared him to Exterminator. Subsequent to the 
death of Dice there developed, from the 1925 crop 
of foals, such a galaxy of stars as had not been 
seen in many years, headed by Reigh Count, Sun 
Beau, Diavolo, Misstep, Toro, Victorian, Anita 
Peabody, Petee-Wrack, Nassak, Ariel, etc. Cer- 
tainly Dice should be presumed, on the basis of 
his short career, to have been a first-class horse. 
It was an oversight which was responsible for 
his omission. 

Still on the inbreeding tack, a Maryland reader 
calls attention to “a horse standing here in Mary- 
land which has a funny sort of inbreeding.” He 
refers to War Gain, a chestnut horse by Man 0’ 
War out of Mary A., by Fair Gain, which was 
by *Vulecain (by *Rock Sand, sire of Man 0’ 
War's dam) out of *Fairy Gold (dam of Man o’ 
War's sire). War Gain, which never started, is 
the first foal of his dam, foaled when she was 
3 years old. Apparently the mating was made 
largely on a basis of the inbreeding, which is 
sound enough, but Fair Gain is not a particularly 
good channel through which to return the blood 
lines of Man o’ War.

Mrs. Marie Heron Bryan, wife of Jack Bryan, 
former manager of Hartland Stud, died in Lex- 
ington July 20. 

William Warrington, Toronto, former rider, 
died at Fort Erie July 17, from an attack of 
acute indigestion. 

Today, Red Rain, and Bright Plumage have 
been returned to the C. V. Whitney Farm, Lex- 
ington, and have been fired. 

Jockeys K. Knott and Tommy Luther were in- 
jured at Suffolk Downs July 15, when their 
mounts fell. Neither was believed to be seriously 
hurt. 

The condition of Roy King, apprentice who was 
seriously injured at Suffolk Downs recently, is 
considerably improved, and his recovery is now 
believed to be assured. 

Edward Mooney, exercise boy, received fatal 
injuries at Chicago July 13, when he dived into 
shallow water at Lake Zurich. He had not been 
employed for some time. 

A patron at Empire City July 15, presumably 
from excitement, lost his false teeth. They were 
found, turned in to the lost and found depart- 
ment, claimed by their owner. 

Thirteen yearlings, owned by G. D. Widener, 
were shipped July 16 from Old Kenney Farm, 
Lexington, to Erdenheim Farm, Philadelphia, 
where they will be broken under the direction of 
Trainer A. J. Joyner. 

Walter H. Donovan, secretary of the Florida 
State Racing Commission, announced July 19 
that the Florida commission would meet August 
1 to set dates for Tropical and Hialeah Parks 
for the winter season. 

In memory of the late T. Ross Long, who was 
manager of his Dixiana stud at Lexington, 
Charles T. Fisher will give a perpetual trophy 
for the winner of the five-gaited grand cham- 
pionship at the Kentucky State Fair horse show 
each year. 

One Kentucky breeder left orders with his farm 
manager to fatten up a portion of the yearling 
crop and sell them off. Returning to the farm 
after several weeks of absence, he found the 
yearlings so sleek and handsome that he decided 
to keep them. 

A 1936 record was set at Suffolk Downs July 
20, when the daily double paid $3,289.40 for a 
$2 ticket. The first leg was won by Dilwin, at 
44 to 1, which won by a length and a half. 
Petard, which completed the double, was favorite, 
won by five lengths. 

Standardbred stock owned by the late Henry 
Oliver will be sold at the Kentucky Sale Com- 
pany’s sale at Lexington September 28 to October 
3, during “the Trots,” is was announced last 
week. The Thoroughbred stock owned by Mr. 
Oliver, including seven mares, probably will be 
sold at E. J. Tranter’s fall sale during the Keene- 
land meeting.

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THE C. V. WHITNEY YEARLINGS 


HE bids on the first consignment to be sold 

at the E. J. Tranter sales arena at Sara- 
toga next month will be listened for with more 
than usual interest: First, because the consign- 
ment will be that of C. V. Whitney, who is offer- 
ing yearlings at Saratoga for the first time, but 
principally because the condition of the yearlings 
will represent such a departure from Saratoga 
tradition. 

It was June 25 when Mr. Whitney selected 
the yearlings to be sold at the Spa and an- 
nounced that he would concentrate his racing 
activities in one stable. Thus, until less than a 
month ago, the youngsters now about to be 


placed on the market were living the unpampered 


rough-and-tumble life common to all the year- 
lings raised at Mr. Whitney’s Lexington farm. 
On July 27 they will be shipped from Lexington 
to Saratoga, where they will be sold on the night 
of August 4, opening night of the sales. It is 
impossible in four weeks to put on a yearling 
the beautifying flesh and sleekness which is 
usually associated with Saratoga offerings. Some 
of them may have a few ribs showing. Nearly 
all will be comparatively lean. All will be hard 
as nails. 


The buyers present will realize, from catalogue 
and conformation, that these are excellent pros- 
pects. The question is whether they will be 
willing to pay reasonable prices. If they do not, 
it is safe to assume that no breeder will here- 
after dare to send Saratogaward any yearling 
without the plump veneer and waxed finish which 
is universally demanded by purchasers. 

Very likely the individual which will gain 
most favor is a smooth, solid, well muscled 
chestnut colt by *St. Germans out of the Fashion 
Stakes winner Zelide, by Mad Hatter, second 
dam Wendy (Boojum’s grandam), by Peter Pan. 
Zelide has already produced one stakes winner, 
Zuni, her first foal, and this should be another. 
He is of medium build, has a great deal of 
quality, handles himself well, and has splendid 
action. Kenneth Kane, the efficient Whitney 
farm manager, is willing to go on record: “This 
is the best son of *St. Germans we have raised 
on this farm.” 

A very good colt, big and rugged, is a brown 
son of the dead *Dis Donec and the young *Hol- 
lister mare Tendril, second dam Fluffy, sister to 
Bunting. Another excellent prospect is a strong, 
rangy brown colt by Blondin out of *Pamfleta, 
by William the Third. This one looks like grow- 
ing into a racer of great scope. Among his marks 
of excellence are very high, thin withers and a 
great rein length. 

One which is likely to go at a bargain price 
because, just now, at least, he is quite thin, is the 
brown colt by *Chicle out of Night and Day, a 
young mare by St. James. This one is bred for 
great speed, and his physique, now in full evi- 
dence, suggests staying power as well. 

*St. Germans has another good representative 
in a tall, muscular son of Coquetry, by *Chicle 
out of the great mare Prudery. This fellow is 
not flashy (few Whitney yearlings are), but is 
strong and well proportioned, with good stance 
and even action. A big smooth colt with much 
driving power and good quality is the chestnut 
son of Mad Hatter and Eden. He promises to 
be a good winner. A brown colt by Whichone 
out of Friarbell, by Friar Rock, second dam 
Lady Belle, the dam of Ladysman, is smart and

solid, with considerable quality and excellent 
conformation. 

The *Dis Donc—Meetme colt is growthy, 
rangy, and plain, but a good prospect. Another 
son of *Dis Donc, out of Panasette, by Whisk 
Broom II, is solid and stout. He is the third 
foal of his dam, and the first two are winners. 
The colt by Mad Hatter out of the stakes win- 
ner Maid o’ the Mist, by Pennant, is big and 
strong. The chestnut son of Blondin and Pooks 
Hill, by John P. Grier, is a big, rangy one whose 
size and scope belie the three crosses of Broom- 
stick he carries in his pedigree. His ankles are 
a bit straight, but he should attract those in the 
market for jumpers. 

The fillies are hard picking, for there are 
several very good ones; they are perhaps better 
on the average than the colts. When they were 
inspected last week by members of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE staff and others, the most general ad- 
miration ran to the handsome chestnut daughter 
of Mad Hatter and Fretwork, which is blocky, 
evenly made, with a great deal of quality. The 
daughter of *St. Germans and Summer Day, 
blocky and solid, with fair quality, was also 
much liked. Another grand filly is by Pennant 
out of Matinee Girl; a first foal, she is a filly 
of great scope, likely to develop into a grand 
racer. The writer’s personal preference among 
the several very good fillies was for a brown 
sister to the stakes winner High Glee, by *Phara- 
mond II out of Beaming. Though small, she is 
bigger than High Glee at the same age. She is 
solid and smart, with a great deal of feminine 
quality, with pronounced withers, good barrel, 
good legs, and great driving power. After her 
racing days she should, like many another Whit- 
ney filly, make a grand brood mare. 

The Whichone—Pomptine filly is well bal- 
anced, moderately light, and generally good. The 
Mad Hatter—Mother Goose filly is small, well 
made, with much quality. The Pennant—Rueful 
filly is big, strong, and very good all over. 
*Chicle—Pandera is light, rangy, and racy, a 
likely winner. Mad Hatter—Volette is stout and 
blocky, a good prospect. Whichone—*Call Girl, 
beautifully bred, is rough and strong and a bit 
awkward. *Chicle—Maud Muller is small, with 
good points. Pennant—Gosling is big and strong. 
Pennant—*Worshiper is a fair prospect. J. A. E. 


MILK FROM A SUCKLING 


“Sir,” wrote W. H. Milton, a stud groom, to 
the Irish Field (Dublin) recently. “I should be 
greatly obliged if you could spare me a small 
space in your paper in which to relate to readers 
a very interesting freak case I have just ex- 
perienced with a Thoroughbred filly foal of 
March 27. 

“On June 20 I noticed her teats were enlarged 
to the size of the dam’s, and at each step she 
took milk issued from them, although no udder 
appeared. I did not treat it in any way, and in 
two days everything appeared normal again; but 
a few days later, actually on the morning of the 
25th, the foal had an inflamed udder, and this 
time a little treatment has put things practically 
in order again. 

“I might add that the foal has always been 
in good health.—Truly, etc.”

COLDSTREAM STUD YEARLINGS 


AST year C. B. Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud, at 
L Lexington, entering the yearling market for 
the first time as a consignor, sold 12 head at 
Saratoga for an average of $3,825, top price 
$10,000. The youngsters were an especially at- 
tractive lot, and the average they brought was 
the second highest of the sales. This year Dr. 
John Baird, Coldstream Stud’s manager, is pre- 
paring 10 colts and four fillies with which he 
hopes to top the 1936 sales. An inspection of the 
lot is enough to indicate that he is in a fair 
way to realize his ambition. 


The Coldstream offering will consist of nine 
colts and four fillies by *Bull Dog and a colt by 
the dead Victorian. When *Bull Dog was brought 
to America by Mr. Shaffer his principal recom- 
mendation to the public was that he was a 
brother to *Sir Gallahad III, which was sweeping 
all before him. *Bull Dog’s oldest get are now 
4-year-olds, and the three crops he has sent to 
the races have established him as an eminently 
successful sire in his own right, with such good 
representatives as St. Bernard, Coldstream, The 
Fighter, Dogaway, Little Nymph, Nectarine, and 
numerous other winners. This year he is already 
represented by seven 2-year-old winners, includ- 
ing the double stakes winner Dogaway, which 
was a bargain at $5,500 in the sales ring last 
year. 

Picking the best from the splendid group of 
*Bull Dog colts to be sold at Saratoga is no easy 
task, as there are several which apparently are 
cut out for first-class horses. Two which appear 
certain to draw five-figure bids are the colts out 
of Fleeting Moments and Rose Leaves. Either 
may top the sale. The colt out of Rose Leaves 
is a brother to the stakes winner Nectarine and 
a half-brother to Espino, Bois de Rose, and 
Ruddy, all stakes winners, the second dam being 
the grand producer *Colonial, by Trenton. He is 
strong, beautifully made, alert, and full of con- 
fidence. He has a splendid head, not in the 
usual *Bull Dog type, but rather reminiscent of 
Ballot, his maternal grandsire. He has all the 
marks of a good horse. The withers are distinct 
and thin, the shoulder well sloped, the fore legs 
close-forked, the forearm strong, knee wide, can- 
non flat, feet strong and of good size. Three of 
his pasterns are marked with white. The barrel 
is deep and well ribbed up, the back short, and 
the hind quarters strong. 

Fleeting Moments’ son is a slightly sturdier 
type, with more emphasis on the body, a little 
more “substance,” and just as much quality. The 
barrel is very deep. This colt is distinguished by 
a practically faultless conformation, and the wide 
muscle areas, as at the stifle, thigh, and fore- 
arm, indicate exceptional speed. He has a slight- 
ly better stifle than the Rose Leaves colt, and the 
fore cannons are shorter, but a little lighter. He 
is alert and quick, with an impressive head. The 
writer, after some struggling, came to the con- 
clusion that the Fleeting Moments colt is prob- 
ably a better individual, and that the son of Rose 
Leaves has an edge in pedigree. But the only 
safe conclusion is that both are grand colts, 
worthy of careful consideration from any buyer 
who wants a first-class prospect. 

A small colt, but with an unmistakable promise 
of class, is the brown out of Fire Lass. Dr. Baird 
is very fond of this one, and declares he is the 
image of Dogaway. The youngster has splendid 
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quality, faultless conformation, and a_ grand 
masculine head. His price should be high. 

Starless Moment’s colt is a tall, moderately 
heavy fellow which stands well under and looks 
to be a good one. He has less quality than the 
others, but should be a good winner. 

My Lava’s son is long-bodied, lean, and full of 
life, with some of the Fair Play in his dam's 
pedigree showing through in his’ exceptional 
vigor and alertness. Though he is not of the 
Bull Dog type, this one is a grand prospect. 

The colt from *Anchorsholme is above average 
size and very strong-bodied, another splendid 
prespect. The one out of the well bred mare 
Galoshes is big, but quite smooth and well bal- 
anced. Another of more size than the average 
is the bay son of Boursecamp, a mare which was 
tried very fast as a 2-year-old but did not race. 
This colt is probably the largest and heaviest of 
the lot, but is so well made and has so much 
quality that one suspects he may make a racer 
of considerable class. The Bourse colt will be 
tall and moderately light, but looks very racy. 

The Victorian colt, a roan with a chestnut 
cast, out of a Roi Herode mare, is strong and 
blocky, with a disposition to be on the move 
all the time. He should be a good winner. 

Of the fillies, one’s choice must fall upon the 
smooth and sturdy sister to Coldstream, out of 
Nimble Hoof, by Sweep. Strongly resembling her 
speed-demon brother, she appears a_ splendid 
racing prospect. A grand feminine type, she 
should bring one of the highest prices of the 
entire sales, for she will have great value as a 
brood mare after her racing is finished. She is 
a late foal, as was Coldstream. 

Another good feminine type is the Barbara 
filly, sister to the good 2-year-old winner Talma 
Dee, purchased by Milky Way Farms last year 
for $2,600. A more masculine sort, and possibly 
the best racing type among the fillies, is the 
rangy daughter of *Bird Call. The brown daugh- 
ter of the Man o’ War mare Torpedo is small 
and plain, but has an excellent pedigree and 
should be a winner. J.A.E. 


FONTAINE’S THREE POMPEYS 


N this page is a cut of a yearling bay colt 

by Pompey—Grief, by *Polymelian, which 
will head the consignment of three which Hugh 
Fontaine will sell at Saratoga on August 13. Mr. 
Fontaine, who was manager of W. R. Coe’s 
Shoshone Stud up to its dispersal last fall, and 
was consequently very much in a position to 
know which of the weanlings had shown the 
most promise, purchased him, together with the 
two fillies advertised, at the Coe dispersal. As 
the picture shows, the colt has vindicated his 
judgment by growing into a good-looking, clean- 
legged yearling, muscular and quick, with a 
great deal of quality and character. 

The fillies are bred both to race and to pro- 
duce. Moonlit, dam of the chestnut, is a young 
mare from a good producing family, being out of 
Moonrise, by Sunstar, second dam Alicia, by 
Bend Or. Tripping Toe, herself a winner and the 
dam of Nautch, is out of Masked Dancer, winner 
and dam of the stakes winners Masked Ball, 
Masked Knight, Bachelor Dinner, and three other 
winners, and half-sister to the Futurity winner 
Step Lightly. The next dam was the winner and 
good producer Tripping, by Delhi, which dropped 
10 winners. 
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Bay colt, by Pompey—Grief, by *Polymelian. 


This colt is out of a winner, and is a half-brother to 
two winners, including the stakes winner Lucille K 
He is bred much like Pompoon, winner of the National 
Stallion Stakes this year. Last vear his half-brother 
sold for $13,000 as a yearling at Saratoga. 


Also two Pompey fillies: 

Bay filly, full sister to Nautch, out of Tripping Toe 
(winner and half-sister to Masked Ball and Bachelor 
Dinner), by *Polymelian. 

Chestnut filly, out of Moonlit (half-sister to Pompatie, 
Lunar, Otai, and Pony Express), by Friar Rock. 

These are the only Pompey yearlings to be sold this 
year.

Sun Beau, world’s leading money-winner, con- 
tributes Court Manor’s largest group, seven colts 
and six fillies. One colt is from *Adorable II (by 
Sardanapale), dam of the winners Adorland and 
Sunador, while a filly sure to attract her share 
of attention is a keen-looking miss from Tea 
Pan (1927, by Peter Pan), dam of the winner 
Mint Tea. With a grand head, well developed 
withers, and good clean legs, this babe is a 
speedster in the making.

Especially attractive are the colts by *Royal 
Minstrel and Victorian and the colt and filly by 
*Pharamond II. The *Pharamond II colt, from 
the young *Traumer mare, Dark Love (1930), 
is highly regarded by his connections, being a 
voungster with plenty of range and a game- 
looking individual. 

Summing up the Kilmer offerings, it is safe 
to say they are the equal of any, if not the best 
group, the Binghamton sportsman has sent to 
the Spa, and they will justify that statement 
when placed for inspection in the Fasig-Tipton 
paddocks. It is difficult to refrain from the high- 
est praise in regard to the Sun Beau babes, and 
the entire offering reflects the quality Mr. Kil- 
mer is always striving for in his Thoroughbred 
production.

GLEN RIDDLE FARM YEARLINGS 
NLY eight yearling sons and daughters of 
Man o’ War have been sold, at public auc- 
tion, in the past seven years. For those who rely 
en purchases, rather than breeding, for replace- 
ments, the blood of the great son of Fair Play 
has been virtually inaccessible, particularly in 
yearlings. Consequently it was a matter of con- 
siderable interest when Samuel D. Riddle decided, 
this year, to place his entire yearling crop on the 
Saratoga market, for among them are seven 
colts and nine fillies sired by Man o’ War, and 
most of the others are by his best sons, or out 
of his daughters. Never before has his blood 
been available to such a degree. 


Thirty-four yearlings will be sold in the Riddle 
consignment at Saratoga on the evening of 
Thursday, August 6. Thirty-two are owned by 
Glen Riddle Farm, one is owned by Mr. Riddle 
in partnership with William du Pont, Jr., and one 
is owned by Mr. Riddle in partnership with Dr. 
E. R. Plunkett. Members of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
staff, inspecting the group at Faraway Farm 
last week, found ample reason to congratulate 
Harrie B. Scott, farm manager, on the fine 
condition and the excellent individuality of the 
Riddle offerings. 


An approximate half-dozen persons, after see- 
ing the lot, offered a half-dozen opinions on the 
best individual. This was not unexpected, as they 
are a rather even crop, especially when it is 
remembered that the entire yearling output is 
included. Very attractive is a chestnut colt by 
Man o’ War-——Calypso, which will open the sale. 
He is a half-brother to Ogygia, a winner of 16 
races. He is a quick, flashy, well muscled colt, 
with powerful forearm and good bone. Another 
good one is a half-brother to The Fighter, by 
Man o’ War—Bridgeen. He has a good deep 
chest, seems very strong, and is on the blocky 


side. A third Man o’ War colt that looks of 
stakes calibre is the chestnut out of Center 
Stone. A little longer than the two previously 


mentioned coits, he has good shoulders, good 
back and withers, and is very close to the top 
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on looks. Brush Along, a Sweep mare, has a 
Man o’ War colt which is well coupled and 
strong. He is a brother to Holystone. On Her 
Toes has another good colt, one which some of 
the farm men favor highly. By Man o’ War, 
he is brother to War Dancer, and his dam was 
a good stakes winner. Another very good one is 
out of *Helsingfors II, a rangy, deep-chested 
colt, with short cannons and good shoulders. 

Among the nine fillies by Man o’ War are 
some very good ones, both for racing and breed- 
ing purposes. Traumerette has a chestnut filly 
which seems strong and smooth, with high 
withers and good quality. She is a first foal. 
Very pleasing also was a brown daughter of 
Exalted. This one is sister to two winners, three- 
quarters sister to another. She is well sprung 
and roomy, and looks like a good broodmare 
prospect when her racing days are behind her. 
The Cresta filly is an alert type, not large but 
smart and racy. Clean, straight legs, and a good 
head and expression make her an attractive pros- 
pect. Shady’s black daughter is a big and strong 
type, slightly more masculine than the others, 
and perhaps an even better racing type. 

Of the yearlings by other sires, one of the 
best looking is a chestnut son of Crusader 
Fine Gold. He is a grand smooth type, strong 
and full of quality. Another of pleasing appear- 
ance is a brown son of *Sickle—-Taps, the dam 
being a good stakes winner and producer of 
three winners. The colt is hardly to be faulted. 
He has the fine *Sickle head, and plenty of sub- 
stance and bone. Big Blaze has a_ splendid 
daughter in the filly out of the Man o’ War mare 
Thirty Knots. She is smooth, of medium size, 
and is well mannered. She takes the eye at once, 
and will make a grand broodmare some day. 
American Flag has a good looking filly out of 
Golden Masque, this one being three-parts sister 
to three winners. She has a short cannon, good 
flat bone, and is well ribbed up. Another first- 
class prospect is a daughter of *Royal Minstrel 
and Speed Boat, the latter a stakes winning 
daughter of Man o’ War and closely inbred to 
*“Rock Sand. The filly is a fine feminine type, 
alert and strong, with the powerful Man o’ War 
fore quarters. 

Any comment which leaves out many of the 
group is likely to miss some of the better ones. 
*Madelaine’s son, by Man o’ War, is a deep-chest- 
ed, powerful colt, and so is the Big Blaze—Yel- 
low Flag colt. The Big Blaze—Problematical colt, 
which takes after his dam’s sire, Man o’ War, 
perhaps more than after his sire, is a powerful, 
rangy colt. Annette K. has a full sister of War 
Glory which is a good roomy filly, with racing 
legs and a good deal of finish. Crow’s Feet, also 
a Man o’ War mare, has a flashy son by Big 
Blaze which may be a good one, and Miss Toots 
has a very rangy son by American Flag which 
is a good paddock performer. 

None of them show much sign of the drought 
which is supposed to have held up Kentucky 
horses this year. Nearly all are of good size, and 
their flesh is firm and hard. There is not a bad 
hocf in the lot, though one or two have been 
made a trifle sore by the hard ground. The en- 
tire group reflects credit on the handling and 
care they have received, and they measure well 
up to the standard of yearlings which have left 
Faraway Farm in previous years.
